Kamel unhappy 
with new draft

Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Mohammed Ibrahim Kamel

Kamel's statement triggered 
speculation that Egypt and Israel 
may just have embarked on tough 
bargaining over specifics — some of 
which are being discussed now at the 
military committee meeting in 
Cairo. The impression relayed by 
reporters in Cairo was that no swb- 
stantial progress in the negotiations 
is likely to emerge before President 
Sadat sees U.S. President Carter at 
Camp David, Maryland. over the 
weekend. 

“There are many points on which 
we do not see eye to eye.” Kamel 
said, stressing that his own country 
still demands that Israel pull back to 
the pre-1967 borders and honour the 
right of the Palestinian Arabs to self- 
determination fin the West Bank and 
Gaza). 

Kamel did not spell out the aspects 
of the Israeli proposals he had re- 
jected, but noted that he would dis- 
cuss with Atherton today “informal 
ideas” put forward by the latter. 
These are believed to include 
American suggestions for a com- 
promise between Egypt's demand 
for total Israel! withdrawal and 
Israel's claim to a presence beyond 
the 1967 lines, and between Egypt's 
demands for outright seli- 
determination for the Palestinians 
and Israel's offer of limited self-rule.

HAIFA. — Forty per cent of the 
children’s books recommended by 
the Education Ministry for 


“youngsters of junior high school 


level are out of print. Another 20 to 30 
per cent are considered unreadable 
because of the antiquated language. 

This emerges from a study made 
by the Haifa University Education 


Department's centre for children’s 


literature. 

Children‘s literature has 
altogether been 2 neglected subject, 
the director of the centre, Dr. Adir 
Cohen, said this week. “ΝῸ institu- 
tion examines the psychological, 


. aesthetic, social, educational and in- 


structional aspects of the subject — 
although nobody contests that it is 
important in the intellectual, 
linguistic and emotional develop- 
ment of the child," he sald. 

The university {a now trying te 
remedy the situation by research, 
teaching and by publishing reading 
matter suitabie for school-age 
children of today. Lest year the 
children’s literature centre began 
publishing a journal, ‘‘Ma'agiei 


Children’s books— unreadable or out-of-print

aimed at guiding teachers, parents 
and child psychologists on all 


aspects of reading. The centre is . 


sponsoring joint reading clubs for 
parents and children and advises on 
therapeutic and prophylactic 
reading, the latter to strengthen 
children against future stress 
situations. 


This month Haifa University’s 
Layissum company and the N. 
Kimhi publishing firm put on the 
market a 12-volume series on 
science for children up to nine years 
old in vowelled Hebrew suited to 
their vocabulary. The series is 
transiated and adapted from a 
Penguin series in Engiish. Each 
volume, illustrated in four colours 
and bound in a hard, water-repellent 
cover, costs IL.21. In preparation are 
volumes of stories of other nations 
for children up to 10, and another 
series for older children on 
geography and history. 

Discussing the research conducted 
at the centre, Dr. Cohen said it shows 
that the literature taught in school 
often fails to meet the psychological 
needs of the pupils. The researchers 


tried first to establish what these 
needs are for boys and girls at 
different age levels, for children who 
are new immigrants and for the 
native-born. ᾿ 


Also, the centre tries to find ways 
of encouraging children to read, Dr.

Haifa expecting ἡ

HAIFA. — The American aircraft 
carrier USS Nimitz, the largest ship 
ever to call at Haifa Port, 
pected to arrive for a short visit here 
on March 27, the U.S. embassy said 
yesterday. 

The 91,000-ton, 317-metre-long ship 
will have to anchor in the bay, out- 
aside the port. 

Tt is not yet clear whether the 
Nimitz will come here with her full 
fomplement of 6,100 men but in any 
case her crew is expected to be the 
largest group of seamen ever to 
come to Israel. 

The Nimitz, which is powered by 
two nuclear reactors, was built at a 
cost of §600m. and commissioned in 
1973. She can carry 80 planes and 
three missile systems. Her top speed 
is more than 80 knots.

Rhodesia conference 


VALETTA (UPI. — British and 
U.S. negotiators met with black 
guerrilla army leaders yesterday. 
but there remained ‘considerable 
differences'’ on how to move 
Rhodesia from white to black ma- 
jority rule. 

The deadlock on plans for Instal)- 
ing a majority-rule regime in 
Rhodesia came on the second dar of 
a conference between guerrilla 
chiefs Joshua Nkomo and Robert 
Mugabe, British Foreign Secretary 
David Owen and U.S. Ambassador to 
the UN Andrew Young. 

Conference participants agreed 
that Rhodesian Premier Ian Smith's 
white minority regime had to go, but 
differed sharply on how to make the 
transfer to black rule. 

Adding urgency to the talks were 
attempts by Smith in Salisbury to un- 
dercut the Malta pariey by 
negotiating his own accord on a 
transfer of power with moderate 
black leaders inside Rhodesia. 

‘The Anglo-American plan calls for 
Smith's army and the guerrillas to 
lay down their guns. and for elec- 
tions on 8 one-man-one-yote basis, 
supervised by the commissioner- 
designate. Field Marshal Lord 
Carver, with a UN peace-keeping 


Andreotti can bargain with Communists 


ROME (UPI). — Premier-designate 
Giulio Andreotti called for a freer 
hand for his deadlocked political 
negotiations with the Communists as 
Italy's mushrooming plague of 
violence spread to Naples. 

In a three-hour tactical huddle 
_ with the leadership of his own Chris- 
tian Democratic Party on Monday 
night, Andreotti requested and won 
permission to use a bit more leeway 
in his talks with the Communists. 
The Communists toppled the govern- 
ment on January 16 with demands 
for an emergency coalition to handle

ment and inflation. 

Political sources said the 
Washington-backed Christian 
Democrats, whose adamant rejec-

People are 
not shocked at revelations about 
Mrs. Gandhi's modus operandi for 
the disclosures contain nothing that 
is new. But they cannot forget that 
for the first time in Indian history, 
ashe made the upper class elite feel 
insecure. This is what the Shah Com- 
mission and all the other probes are 
all about, It is the vengeance of an 
entrenched society visited upon a 
leader who was unlucky enough to 
have lost the electoral gamble.

READERS have written to ask me. 

why I use ἃ pseudonym in writing 
* this column and why I state that I 
cannot reply to medical queries or 
accept for treatment those.who app- 
ly to me Ἢ this column. 

T feel that I must point out that I 
am conforming toe accepted medical 
‘ethies governing professional adver- 
tising and publicity. Codes of 
medical ethics on’ professional_ 
behaviour exist in most countries 
with an established medical tradi- 
tion, ‘Israel among them, and in 
some, such rules have taken on legal 
weight. 

‘Two main reasons are usually put 
forward to justify doctors shunning 


professional publicity and taking 
steps to avoid undue public ex-. ¢ 
posure.

_the public from less scrupulous prac- 
- titioners. | 


Within the. profession, there ts

desirable and unbefitting the time- 

. hallowed traditions of the healing 
art. Professional opinion demands 
that no doctor actively strive in any 
disreputable fashion to take patients 

“away from his colleagues. Otherwise 
he might interfere with their treat- 
“ment and also with the special 


nature of the doctor-patient. - 2 
= , from Peco. medicine ‘for a 


reJationship. ‘NeedJess to say, this 
could be of great disservice to the 
patient. Obviously. any doctor who 


i . gains publicity for himself, even un- 


- wittingly, .is in an ideal situation ‘to 
do just this. A doctor who succeeds in 
“promoting himself widely. in.public 


_ may not be the most appropriate for 


the patient he attracts in this way. 


Ethical guidelines about adver- 
tising for the medical profession are 
usually spelled out in some detail. 
These range from the size and con-

printed press, radio or television. 
Adoctor who writes a book or arti- 
cle, or gives a talk on medical 
matters, is not, of course, expected 
to remain anonymous since his 
audience is entitled to know about.

When detailed par- 
ticulars_ of a doctor’s work and 
qualifications can have nothing but 
curiosity value for fhe public, it may 
be. dififieult professionally to look 
‘upon such publicity as anything but 
blatant advertising. It is not enough 
for’the doctor concerned to ciaim 
‘that he had nothing to do with the 


_ details appearing; he is expected to 


have taken all reasonable steps to 
stop such information being made 
avallabje. If he fails in this respect,

EGG CITY. Calif. — Julius Goldman 
is a modest, private man who does 
not flaunt his wealth. 

Goldman doesn’t boast about the 
lucrative, massive enterprise he 
started some 25 years ago when he 
Was a penniiess Holocaust survivor. 
Today. with five million chickens, 
Egg City is the world's largest egg 
ranch. 

Until last month, when he was 
honoured with a “Menahem Begin 
Medallion" tone of the first ever 
Presented), even eloge relatives 
didn’t know that Goldman has been 
a friend of the prime minister since 
both were Betar activists in Poland. 
Abe Spiegel, president of the West 
Coast chapter of Friends of Bar Tan 
University, the organization which 
made the presentation, says Begin 
personally chose Goldman as the 
recipient. 

Goldman and his wife Mary hope 
to settle in Israel after the former 
Revyisionist retires. Goldman 
probably would have gone directly to" 


israel from post-war Germany had 1 


his in-laws not relocated in the U.S. 

A trained metallurgist, Goldman 
went into egg ranching goon after 
arriving ia California because the 
field didn't require fluent English. 
His origina! plan. in 1953, was to 
spend a year working with chickens 
while sharpening his language skills 
at a loca! junior college. Then he 
wanted to return to the profession he 
knew best. 

It never happened. Goldman 
perecived that the days of the 
family-style egg ranch were over. 
Too many small ventures had been 
wiped out in a single day, destroyed 
by ἃ heat wave. storm or disease. 

Goldman envisioned an egg ranch 
with millions of chickens that utiliz-’ 
ed modern innovations scientifically 
designed to increase Production and 
reduce loss. With limited funds but 
infallible business acumen, he set 
out to prove his ideas. He hired a 
staff of specialists: a veterinarian to 
perform ἃ pust mortem on birds that 
died prematurely; 8 nutritionist to 
vary feed content according to a 
hen's age and the weather; chemists 
to analyze feed rations; statisticians 
to check each coop's production; and 
laboratory technicians to safeguard 
against disease, 

Goldman was an early believer in 
the theory that chickens should not 
run free, but be cooped up in cages 
suspénded above the floor. He kept 
the heat down in his chicken coops by 
installing a sprinkler system on the 
roof. Convinced that complete con- 
troi over feed was essential, he drew 
up plans for a computerized mill 
capable of producing 400 tons daily 
of 10 different types of feed. 

Goldman also capitalized exten- 
sively on his egg ranch’s bi-products. 
All manure becomes fertilizer for

He sent Ben Shames, a graduaie of 
Cornell University and an expert in 
poultry production to Israel for three 
years to help the local industry 
which Goldman describes as 
“successful but still behind by 
American standards," 

Goldman {s an active fundraiser 
and igs responsible for much of the 
Support and contributions Israel gets 
from the nearly 100 per cent Chris- 
tian American poultry industry. 

His particular ‘‘baby’' is the 
Hebrew University’s Faculty of 
Agriculture at Rehovot. He donated 
half of the money needed to build 2 
eentre for graduate studies (be in- 
sisted that Isra¢] Government match 
his contribution} and began to 
finance several dozen doctoral 
scholarships for Israelis and new im- 
migrants who agreed to remain in 
the country after graduation. 

Goldman, now chairman of the 
West Cnast Region of the Friends of 
Hebrew University and a member of 
the university's Board of Governors, 
has one grievance to air. It concerns 
the technique of fundraising for 
Israel. He believes that volunteers 
like himself should have more say in 
the collection and management of 
donations. 

“I'm not pleased with the current 
approach. We must learn to be nicer, 
more cultured, and more gracious.’ 

Goldman also believes that non- 
Jews asked for funds must be 
educated to know why they are being 
asked to give. 

“They must realize that if Israel is 
* strong, there will be oil, and that if 

Israel is weak, the Communists will 

control the MiddJe East. Then. no 

matter how much money the West 
offers, they won't get oil. 

“We must also explain that 
Americans don't have to station 
soldiers in the Middle Bast because 
there is an Israeli army." 

According to Goldman, neither the 
UJA fundraising professionals nor 
the Israeli information ministry 
knows how to approach non-Jewish 
Americans.

Swashbuckling space fantasy

STAR WARS (general release). Starring

IN THE words of writer and director 
George Lucag (‘‘American Grat- 
86), “Star Wars” is "not science 
* fiction, but apace fantasy," which 
allows a far greater latitude for im- 
agination. It's a crazy synthesis of 
ideas drawn from early comic books, 
archived Westerns, Walt Disney, 
classical legends, swashbuckling 
heroes, comedian partnerships and 
World War II combat strikes. 

The final result is a dazzling 
adventure story of the purest kind. It 
lacks every scrap of logic, is 
bursting with high-spirits, is totally 
dependent on the turns of good for- 
tune and is aimed unashamedly and 
triumphantly at the child, the 
seeker, the believer in all of us.

Far out in inter-galactic space, the 
Jedi Knights. once guardians of 
peace and justice in the free days of 
the Republic, have been almost an- 
nihilated.. The war lords of the dark 
Imperial system, employing fear 
and super-technology, have closed 
their grip on the Universe, under the

Vader (an evil defector from the 
Jedi hierarchy}. Somewhere in 
space, however, there is the rebel 
base, and somehow the impregnable 
Death Star battle station has to be 
destroyed. - 

Surprisingly unprepared, we are 
thus plunged into this escapist 
dimension, just ess Lela, a 


Star. is jettisoned onto Tatooine 
together with Threepio, his faithful, 
fussy companion. 

How the two robots bump into 
Luke Skywalker and seek out Obi- 
Wan Kenobi. last of the Jedi Knights 
and protector of the spiritual Force; 
how they hire mercenary Han Solo 


and his furry mate Chewbacca and © 


how they rescue Lela and return to 
rebel base in the nick of time is the 
straightforward tale of this 
otherwise spectacular experience. 


BOBBY DEERFIELD (Studio, Te! Aviv)

ACE racing driver Bobby Deertield, 
deliberately severed from his 
Newark past and the world of 
emotional commitments, into 
vivacious Italian play-girl Lillian 
Morelli at a sanatorium where he is 
visiting a crippled friend.

Ita 
technicians include the most 
talented in the business, among 
them production designer John 
Barry ("A Clockwork Orange") and 
director of photography Gilbert 
Taylor, currently in Israel (‘The 
Omen," "Dr. Strangelove’ and 
“Casino Royal’). 


The sophisticated, three- 
dimensiunal space-craft scenes, 
multipie-language noises, grotesque 
make-up, and holographic projec- 
tions were handled by John Dykstra, 
John Stears and Stuart Freeborn — 
ait dauntiess and proven experts. 


Undoubtedly “Star Wars’ vast 


publicity campaign will maintain its | 


continuing and phenomenal box- 
office success. But it is not faultiess. 
nor ig it as good as might be ex- 
pected, (Though a second viewing 
doesn’t ga amiss.) The dialogue is, in 
gencral, of a comic-strip level and 
the three cosmic heroes, Mark 
Hamill, Harrison Ford and Carrie 
Fisher, are, quite unnecessarily, as 
characterless as any fairyland in- 
habitant. Nevertheless, Alec 
Guinness Is superbly definitive and 
reassuring as the prophetic old 
Knight and the conception of Darth 
Vader is sheer insptration. 


Regrettably, the more searching 
question represented by Obi-Wan

Independent film-makers say 
TV hurts them and public

TEL AVIV. — A national action com- 
mittee has been set up by some 500 
independent television and cinema 
personne! who claim that the film in- 
dustry. and particularly Television 
House, is victimizing them, and at 
the same time retarding original and 
creative film production. 
Representatives of the group. 
which comprises producers, direc- 
tors, script-writers, cameramen, 
editors and sound technicians, told a 
press conference here recently 
that the local film industry and its 
workers are in dire atraits. This was 
due, they said, to the minimal rates 
paid by the principal employers, 
namely the Broadcasting Authority, 
the mment film service and 
other public bodies commissioning 
films. 


They also claim that certain par- 
ties within the Broadcasting Authori- 


ty — the largest single film producer | 


— are trying to restrict the employ- 
ment of freelance film contractors, 
comprising a death blow to fair com- 
petition in the field. 


The action committee has decided 
to launch a public campaign, presa- 
ing for. equalization of pay for 
freelance and full-time employees, 
on a proportional basis, to include 
both those working directly for the 
various authorities and through 
private production companies. 

They called on the Minister of 
Education and Culture, the Knesset 
Finance Committee and the Board of 
the Broadcasting Authority to in- 
vestigate the matter in depth, and to 
negotiate with them. 


Gideon Gana, a freelance direc- 
tor of television documentaries, told 
.the press last week: '‘In effect, al! 
‘we are asking is to be allowed to earn 
an honest living. This is not the case 
when we spend up to a month on a 50- 
minute documentary film, for which 
the current payment is 1L.2,000 


Independent producer Dan Arazi, 
also 2 member of the Action Com- 
mittee, stressed that the Broad- 
casting Authority's employment 
Policies . are based on the need for 
outside staff in addition to salaried 
employees — and freelance film 
makers can contribute a very wide 
range of material. 

If the independent film workers’ 
claims are not answered, he said, 
their emergency committee has 
decided to adopt alternative means 
after February 15, including 
demonstrations, public assemblies 
and, as ἃ last means, a full strike of 
all its members. 

Speaking as head of the 
Producera’ Association, Yitzhak Kol 
of Herzliya Studios told The 
Jerusalem Post recently that the 
problem is rooted in the whole TV 
programming system. He said that 
of a total television budget of 
IL300m., only some IL16m. is 
allocated for original Hebrew 
programming, other than news. 

“At a time when TV licence fees 
are going up by 50 per cent, viewers 

_ have the right to demand higher 
quality." he said. “‘Loca] talents are 
not reflected in programming. 
Neither is the Broadcasting 
Authority's stated policy of showing 
50 per cent original material being 
fulfilled.”

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Talking of aliya 
CONSIDERING the mere trickle of aliya — especially of net 
aliya — that has lately been entering the country. it may seem a 
trifle amazing that so much thought and discussion should be 
lavished on how best to structure the machinery of immigration 
and absorption. 

Besides, it is a truth generally acknowledged that the rate of 
aliya is largely determined by the repulsions of an immigrant's 
native country, and by the attractions of Israel. Bureaucratic 
organization as such has comparatively little to do with it. 

But it is not wholly irrelevant. The tight red-tape of mindless 
officialdom may drain away the last drop of will to aliya from 
the most fervent Zion-bound Jew. This, in fact, appears to have 
aceurred all too often. And a period of decline in aliya is perhaps 
the time to take a hard close look at the problem. 

Current discussion centres on the now more than 8 year-old 
report of the Horev Commission. This proposed the dismantling 
of both the Jewish Agency's department of aliya and absorption, 
and of the Ministry of Absorption. Instead of the uneasy and 
often confused division of responsibility between the two bodies, 
it suggested a new coordinated hierarchy of power shared joint- 
ly by the Agency and the Government. The dominant influence 
was, however, to be yielded to the Agency, through control of a 
new Aliya and Absorption Authority. 

The ensuing reactions were predictable. The Agency,-and the 
World Zionist Organization, exulted, while the Ministry put on 
sackcloth and ashes. Disinterested observers welcomed the 
Commission's bold attempt at a reform of creaky ad- 
ministrative apparatus, but questioned the utility of some ma- 
jor features of the outlined replacement. 

Continuity of service to the newcomer, from the first gleam of 
aliya in his eye to his final successful absorption, is highty 
desirable (it was said), but the Agency's bloated and impotent 
staffs may not be ideally suited to provide it. 

The streamlining of policy at the top, or even at the regional 
level, as contemplated by the Commission, is fine, but it is apt to 
be achieved at the expense of coordination of day-to-day ac- 
tivities, which is probably best assured by some such body as a 
Ministry. Furthermore, there is no accountability in this 
scheme to either the Knesset or the State Comptroiler. 

On Monday the coordinating committee of the Government 
and the Agency met to resolve this issue once and for all. in 
typical Israeli fashion, it firmly decided to put any action off un- 
til after the next Zionist Congress, late this month. 

In the meantime, it is said, some sort of viable compromise is 
to be worked out. On the face of it, it should, now more than 
ever, spell the end of David Levy's job as Absorption Minister. 
For Mr. Levy's trip to the U.S. to encourage the return of 
emigrant Israelis — which he cut short ostensibly to attend the 
committee meeting — was a complete bust. 

That happens to the best laid plans of mice and men. Mr. 
Levy's plans, however, were at best half-baked. All his trip 
achieved were rumbles of discontent from his domestic con- 
stituency, irked by the supposedly rich incentives dangled 
before a batch of turncoats. 

ifthe Jewish Agency ever needed proof that the Ministry of 
Absorption could be done away with, Mr. Levy furnished it in 
abundance. At least, he has shown conclusively that what really 
matters is not the machinery but the people that operate it. 

The latest word, though, is that Mr. Levy need have little fear. 
This hes nothing to do with the quality of performance as head 
of his department. It has everything to do with the fact that he is 
Herut’s only cabinet member of Ortenta! origin, with no other 
seat to take. 

This may be a bad reason, but it.is standard politics. 


Germany’s responsibility 


THE GERMAN Federal Republic came into existence out of the 
ashes of World War Two, as did the new-founded State of Israel. 
A strange kind of bond grew up In time between the two, based 
on the common participation in an experience tragic to both — 
to the party that was criminally guilty of the holocaust, and to 
the party that wag its hapless victim. 

The West Germans have tried to make amends, and the 
Israelis to turn their eyes mainly to the future. The act of contri- 
tion had a purifying effect. The Germans were a little more sen- 
sitive — compared with those countries which have no such 
burden on their consciences — to the necessity for proper con- 
duct in international affairs; and not only in relation to the 
Jews. Willy Brandt seemed to embody that high-minded spirit 
when he headed the government in Bonn. 

. Israeli found it could rely on West Germany to be fair, to un- 
derstand that the Jewish State has a case in the Middle East 
conflict, te refrain from taking a partisan stand, to let the two 
disputants work out their differences by themselves. West Ger- 
many did its best to restrain the pro-Arab French within the in- 
stitutions of the European Economic Community. 

Is this phase of German penitence now lapsed? Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt has just declared himself to the Bundestage — 
(after seeing President Sadat) — as unreservedly favouring 
“self-determination” for the Palestinians. He is calling for 
negotiations within the framework of the Geneva conference, 
under the joint responsibility — he stipulates — of the United 
States — and the Soviet Union. 

The next announcement to hit the headlines is that a German 

company, Messerschmidt-Boelkow-Blohm, is partners with the 
French company Aerospatiale in concluding with the Asad 
regime what the ‘‘Suddeutsche Zeitung" thinks may be the 
biggest arms deal ever concluded by Syria with a Western con- 
sortium. 
* The sale — of advanced anti-tank missiles — totalled $240m.; 
and three prominent German banks had expressed themselves 
as ready to provide nearly three-quarters of the capital asa 
long-term loan. 

It is no secret that Syria has branded President Sadat's peace 
initiative as nothing short of treason. It is buying weapons to 
replace Egypt, if necessary, es a combatant. West Germany did 
have a policy of abstaining from selling munitions to ‘areas of 
tension.”” Has that also gone by the board? 

West Germany depends on imported oil, but is so rich that it 
does not need to curry favour with its suppliers. It faces 
problems of unemployment, that is true. Yet it is amply en- 
dowed with foreign currency. The authorities in Bonn can find 
maore constructive ways of reflating demand than by pouring 
arms into a “‘rejectionist’’ Arab State. 

Up to now France was the ringleader in the Common Market, 

oring the kind of postures and pronouncements that cause 
glee in the Arab world. Now West Germany appears to he vying 
for the role. This reversal is particularly disappointing. because 
better things were to be expected from the Bundesrepublik.

The purpose of the 
letter, as I understand it. is to invite 
pressure on Israel to adopt a more 
reasonabic position. 

You have also made your views 
known directly to the Israeli public 
— the first time, of course, in your 
historic address in the Knesset, 
but also in a number of interviews, 
including one to this newspaper, 
which was printed in full, as it 
deserved. 

As an ordinary Israeli citizen I 
want to tell you, sir, that first of all I 
feel deeply honoured. Never before 


- has any statesman, friend or foe, in- 


cluded me in the peace-making 
process. Such a courtesy calls for 
reciprocation and that is why I am 
taking the liberty of communicating 
some of my views ta you. 

But first let me stress that I do not 
presume to speak for all Israelis, or 
even for a majority of my fellow- 
citizens. As you know, Israe! is a 
democracy with many political par- 
ties, many points of view. Before 
writing this letter I neither re- 
quested -nor received any kind of 
authorization or directive from any 
official body — nof even from the 
editor of this paper. 

Moreover, I am not 4 supporter of 
any of the political parties 
represented in the present govern- 
ment coalition. As a matter of fact, I 
have always more or less identified 
myself with this country’s moderate 
left, “‘dovish"' minority. Mr. Begin 
and I spring from opposing 
ideologica} Zionist camps. Back in 
1948, as a member of the Hagana, I 
even came close to exchanging shots 
with Mr. Begin's followers in the 
Irgun Zvai Leumi. 

WITH THIS in mind, allow me to 
comment on what I perceive to be 


two faulty” sSumypios underlying 
your direct approach. 
¢ That Isvael’s leaders, being right- 
wing chauvinists. do not speak for 
the people like me when they utter 
such phrases as “historic or 
the “ancient attachment” of Jews to 
this land. 
° That their talk of “security” 
when arguing with you over territory 
is only a cover-up of the Zionist 
greed for other people's land. _ 
Ido not necessarily agree with Mr. 
Begin or disagree with you on every 
single issue. Take the Palestinian 
question. I do not accept that the 
Palestinian Arabs have stronger 
historical ties to this ancient land 
than do the Jews. But just as you, 
Mr. President, are prepared, for the 


sake of peace, to accept Israel's ex- ὁ 


istence in the Middle East, so I too 
am prepared to recognize the 
Palestinian Arabs’ national identity, 
with an equal right to the land. 

As a Zionist, I wish to live in a 
Jewish state. As a socialist I do not 
-want to rule over a million people 
who are part of another nation. My 
freedom ends where the next man’s 
begins — and vice versa. 

But with all due respect, sir, what 
you fail to understand {s this: while 
for the sake of 8 political and 
humane solution to this conflict lam 
prepared to renounce my sovereign 
claim to Nablus and Hebron, as a 
Jew I cannot renounce my emotional 
and historic ties to any part of this 
land. Any more than I would expect 
an Arab to renounce his attachment 
to Ramle (which, incidentaliy, is the 
only city in Palestine that was built 
by the Arabs). 


IT SO HAPPENS that my family 
came to this country in 1858, from 
Russia. They came because they 
were Zionists, although they 
probably did not use that term. This 
‘was two years before Theodor Herzl, 
the founder of modern political 
Zionism was born; it was 39 years 
before the first Zionist Congress, and

On the matter of security, I have 
but this to say: most Israelis — and, 
most Jews everywhere. for that 
matter — share Mr. Begin's obses- 
sion with security. It is not that we 
doubt your sincerity when you say 
you will never attack us again after a 
peace treaty is signed.

_part of our Jewish makeup, formed 
through centuries of bitter ex- 
perience. 
Take me, tor example, I was 
up on stories my father used 
te tell about the old days under the 
Turks and even the British. There 
were good times as well as bad as far 
as aa relations between Jews and Arabs 
were concerned. (My father spoke 
Arabic fluently and worked in peace

years.)

riots, boycotts and pogroms against

THE TROUBLED TOWNS. 


Development towns have not fulfilled 
the high hopes that were placed in 
them, says MELVIN MOGULOF, 


PHYSICIANS are comparatively 
lucky: they can bury their mistakes. 
Israel's plannerd have the dubious 


τ pleasure of being able to drive into 


the countryside and see the testa- 
ment to their fallibility — the 
development town. Initially, the 
term ‘development town" had a 
nice, vigorous ring to it. The connota- 
tion was of a place on the move. And 
the history of a few of our develop- 
ment towns bears out that sense of 
movement. 

While there appears to be no of- 


fictally recognized definition of a. 


development town, there is general 
agreement that it includes com- 
munities established after 1948 and 
pre-1948 settlements inhabited main- 
ly by people who arrived in the coun- 
try after 1948. In all cases, the 
development town has been subject 
to continuing and large-scale 
attempts by government to in- 
tervene in the development of the 
community. 

The current image of a develop- 
ment town is somewhat different 
from our early high hopes. Many 
development communities are now 
concentrations of those people who 
are least mobile and least able to 
deal with the demands of a 
technologically competent society. 
Many are places to which few im- 
migrants of European background 
were sent, and in which even fewer 
remained, with a resulting 
overwhelming dominance by Jews 
from North African and Asian coun- 
tries. Many are places whose most 
vigorous youth leave soon after com- 
pleting their army service. 


To get a better sense of the social 
disaster that affects the population of 
many development towns, one needs 
to look at a Ministry of Social 
Welfare publication issued in June, 
1977, and entitled: ‘Social Profile of 
Cities and Towns in Israel."" Some of 
the problem indicators in this book 
are: 


e Dependency ratio (the percentage 
of the population under 19 or over 65). 
The 10 cities having the highest 
dependency ratio are all develop- 
ment towns — Netivot, Beit 
Shemesh. Yeroham, Hatzor, Ofakim, 
Ma’‘alot, Beit Shean, Kiryat Malachi, 
Sderot and Dimona. This means that 
these communities have concen- 
trations of the very young and the 
very old and 2 relatively small pop- 
ulation of working age. They thus 
become dependent upon outside 
assistance to compensate for their 
lack of wage earners. Parenthetical- 
ly, a high dependency rate suggests 
that a number of people between the 
ages of 19 and 65 have left the town to 
live elsewhere,

ed in institutions; the crime rate and 
outmigration rates. Between nine 
and 17 development towns head aif

per capita. 


THE OVERALL picture of our 
development towns (with some strik- 
ing exceptions) is of places in trouble 
and people in trouble. If we are to act 
to deal with the problem, we must 
bave some reasonable ideas as to its 


causes. 
Some of the causes of Israei’s 
devélopment town troubles conven- 


leap was simply too great for many 
poat-1948 immigrants, and since they 
are disproportionately represented 
in development towns, we should not 
be surprised to find a variety of in- 
dicators of their failure, The argu- 
ment then goes that the second 
generation would not have these 
problems. They would be Israelis.' 
‘The proponents of this argument now 
have to deal with the uncomfortabie
